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Quebec Tercentenary 


HIS set of eight stamps was the 
first pictorial set ever issued by 
the Canadian government. This 
historical set covers a_ great 
number of years. The year 1908 

was the Tercentary of the foundation of 
Quebec by the famed explorer Cham- 
plain, who in a small boat pushed up 
the river narrows of the St. Lawrence 
and there, on July 3, 1608, chose the 
site of a trading post. Such was the 
humble beginning of the historic city 
of Quebec. Save for the years 1629 to 
1632, the fleur-de-lis was to wave on 
that rocky cliff for over a century and 
a half. 

Quebec is the name of a large Cana 
dian province, but also the name of a 
city in “Old France.” Should the resi- 
dents of that fine city take exception to 
the “Old France” quality, I should hasten 
to say that it is an important modern 
port and has ample accommodation for 
Transoceanic liners of today; it retains, 
however, that “Old France” quality in a 
modern setting. 

The issue of 1908 shows no recent 
pictures of the Town, which is the capi- 
tal of Quebec Province, the mecca of 
tourists who find delight in contacting 
the past, for the old charm of Quebec 
still lives. It is only a few minutes’ ride 
to Ancienne Lorette, a few minutes’ 
drive to Sainte Anne de Beaupre, that 
famous sanctuary, and the city proper 
offers many attractions. The Basse 
Ville (Lower Town) has changed very 
little in hundreds of years, and still re- 
tains much of its quaintness and orig- 
inality. 

In the Y%c and 1c values of this pic- 
torial set we have a set of really remark- 
able portraits of the Royal Family, all 
of whom except Queen Mother Mary 
have gone to another reign. On the 4c 
we have a very delicate black brown 
shade portraying the Princess and 
Prince of Wales of 1908. On the 2c 
carmine we have Queen Alexandria and 
King Edward VII. 

On the 1c dark green the portraits 
of two men appear, who are famous in 
North American history. The personage 
on the right is Jacques Cartier, a pilot 
of St. Malo, a seaport on the coast of 
Brittany. In the spring of 1534 he set 
out in two little vessels with Asia as 
his ultimate goal. He landed at Gaspe 
Peninsula. In his records may be found, 
“whereat we were sore distressed” in the 
quaint French. Thus in the year 1534 
he was the first Frenchman to set foot 
in the Province of Quebec.

On the left hand side of the 1c stamp 
may be found the portrait of another 
explorer, Samuel Champlain, the founder 
of the city of Quebec. Champlain being 
disgusted with Acadia, sailed in a small 
boat up the St. Lawrence on to where 
the river narrows, and there on July 3, 
1608, chose the historic site of the city 
of Quebec. 

The five and ten cent stamps show 
pictures of Quebec houses and pano- 
rama. The five cent stamp showing 
Champlain’s home in Quebec was made 
after an old history book, and although 
many take this scene to be a citadel, it 
is unlikely that it is so. It is called the 





first house in Quebec and was built by 
Champlain. The ten cent value contains 
an excellent view of Quebec in the early 
days, but it is greatly changed today, 
for while it is old and full of historic 
landmarks it is a thriving city. 

The seven cent stamp shows Generals 
Montcalm and Wolfe, both of whom 
were killed on the Plains of Abraham 
just outside the city. The English, how- 
ever, were the victors, and Quebec be- 
came a part of the British Empire. 
Monuments have been erected in Que- 
bec for these two generals and may be 
see in Quebec city today. They also 
refute the saying that these generals died 
‘n bed. 

On the fifteen cent, red orange ap- 
pears the historical scene of Champlain’s 
departure for the west. This occurred 
in 1609, when he was on the war-path 
against the Iroquois. Champlain ascend- 
ed the St. Lawrence, and turned south 
along the Richelieu, then known as the 
River of the Iroquois. Soon they reached 
the lake which bears his name, a lake of 
limpid waters and well-wooded shores 
which have rung so often with the war- 
cry and waters which have been often 
stained by the blood of men. Near the 
spot where Ticonderoga is now located 
they met a fleet of Iroquois. All night 


long a thousand savage throats yelled 
in the summer morning the 
Iroquois 


defiance; 


battle commenced. The

marched to the fray with a martial regu- 
larity, a disciplined silence that won the 
admiration of the soldierly Champlain. 
They were clad in wicker armour, which 
would turn an arrow. But when a fig- 
ure in gleaming steel stepped forth from 
the ranks of the enemy; when from his 
leveled weapon there belched forth 
thunder and lightning, and their bravest 
chiefs lay dead on the ground; fear of 
the unknown God ffilled their savage 
hearts and they fled in panic through 
the woods. Such is the story behind this 
fifteen cent stamp. 

On the twenty cent stamp we have 
“the arrival of Cartier in Quebec.” On 
the ten cent as well as the twenty cent 
values you will note the rising cliffs 
that provided the fortress of Quebec 
much protection in her many battles and 
sieges. 

However, in speaking of Cartier’s ar- 
rival in Quebec, it would seem as far as 
dates are concerned that this scene is 
rather out of place in the Quebec Ter- 
centary issue because it was the year 
1534 that Cartier first set foot on the 
Province of Quebec. 

Taking, all in all, Canada had a very 
nice start in the issuing of her pictorial 
stamps. The issue is worthy of anyone’s 
collection. The set has constantly gained 
in value. It is not difficult to obtain 
them unused but the two higher values 
are extremely scarce in used condition. 
Scott in 1910 valued them at $1.49. The 
same catalog valued them at $2.66 in 
1922, and at $6.47 in 1936, and look at 
them now! 


Japanese Inscriptions 
Changed 





On the approved designs for the 
balance of the new regular series Japan 
is producing, the name of the unit of 
currency “Yen” is spelled “En.” The 
stamps, high value and low, will all be 
of the same size as those already re- 
leased. Values to appear are the 3, 5, 6, 
7, 8, 12, 20, 30 and 50 sen and 1, 5 
and 10 yen. The sen values have only 
the figure of value in Latin characters 
and bear scenic views. The 1 (y)en 
shows a Buddha; the 5 (y)en the “Dai- 
butsu of Kamakura,” a portrait of a 
man in oriental dress; and the 10 (y)en 
has “ancient decorations” which appear 
to be a cherry tree somewhat stiff in 
design. The proofs were illustrated by 
KITTE SHUMI.

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Weeiinins On New Stamp 


The only civilian engineer to have an 
important part in construction of the 
Panama Canal will be portrayed on a 
new 30c stamp to be issued by the Canal 
Zone. The engineer was Sydney E. 
Williamson, who died the New York 
Times reports, on Jan. 12 at Lexington, 
Va. at the age of 73. He had charge of 
the construction of Pedro Miguel and 
Miraflores locks, the dredging of the 
Pacific entrance, and engineering works 
in the city of Panama. The issuance of 
this 30c stamp, now in process of pro- 
duction will complete the gradual re- 
placement with distinctive designs of U. 
S. issues overprinted for use in the 
Canal Zone. The 30c is the only one of 
the 1922-26 issue overprinted still being 
issued at the Zone post offices though a 
small stock of 14c is available at the 
Agency. 





Costa Rica Pays In Stamps 





Under authority of a decree dated 
Nov. 3, 1938, the Costa Rican Philatelic 
Society was ordered given 10,000 colones 
(approximately 47,000 sets) worth of 
the stamps issued in 1937 to commemor- 
ate the National Exposition. This set 
will be remembered as the one picturing 
an orchid, tuna fish, cocoa pod, etc. Fol- 
lowing is the translation of the decree 
as given by Gibbon’s Stamp Monthly. 

“In view of the request made for 
payment to the Costa Rican Philatelic 
Society of their services and labour 
of propaganda, including all expenses 
incurred in connection with the sale 
of the issue of postage stamps com- 
memorating the National Exposition 
of 1937, the President of the Republic 
decrees: 

“Delivery through the national ac- 
counting office to the Philatelic So- 
ciety of Costa Rica in total payment 
of its services and expenses which it 
incurred in its labour of propaganda 
in connection with the sale of postage 
stamps commemorating the National 
Exposition in 1937, the amount of 
$10,000 in stamps of the same issue, 
the account being settled therewith, 
without any right to further claims on 
the part of the society.”

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Trans-Atlantic Air Mail diplomatic tussle when both John Bull CONSTITUTION ISSUES 
and Uncle Sam claimed by right of dis- BRAZIL, 1 value —$ .06 


Uncle Sam triumphs over John Bull! 
The Atlantic Clipper and a_ clever 
French deal did the trick! The State 
Department of the United States of 
America and the British Foreign Office 
agreed long ago that John Bull would 
fly the Atlantic Air-Mail at the same 
time as would Uncle Sam. At the time 
this seemed to be a very nice agreement. 
But, Uncle Sam, ready to go with his 
line of Giant Clippers, finally began to 
resent British lack of speed,—when our 
Clipper Ships, ready to go, had to wait, 
and wait and wait due to British foreign 
office lethargy, and so Uncle Sam sought 
some other reason for postponement of 
the flight than that we must wait until 
the ice clears in Botwood Harbor, New- 
foundland. Accordingly on Jan. 19 the 
State Department arranged for landing 
fields in the Azores, Portugal, and 
France and informed the world that 
Uncle Sam was ready to fly the Atlantic 
“in a matter of weeks.” With alacrity 
John Bull “changed his tune” and said 
to us on the 2nd of February that we 
might fly the Northern route from New 
York to London as soon as we wished, 
even if John Bull wasn’t ready—but, 
says John Bull—in an interesting phila- 
telic air-mail threat—‘‘remember we too 
have the right to fly first—even if you 
are not ready to go!” Now it must be 
admitted that Britain’s probable 12c per 
letter postage rate, didn’t sit well with 
Uncle Sam who had the notion it was 
worth “two-bits” to fly the ocean; also 
Uncle Sam declined to permit John Bull 
the right to an air-mail base in Hawaii 
(for the Canada-Australia flight)—but 
Uncle Sam also had Japan’s similar re- 
quest for an air-base in Guam! 

Queen Wilhelmina also asked Uncle 
Sam to be kind enough to let her land 
a Dutch East Indies air route using both 
Guam and Hawaii as stops. These re- 
quests all were, for the moment, de- 
clined. Then it was Uncle Sam’s turn 
to ask a favor from John Bull: “Might 
the United States fly across Canada 
from Seattle to Alaska.” The British 
Foreign Office, having received our po- 
lite decline to use Hawaii, declined to 
permit us to fly over Canada. There- 
fore, our ten trial flights for the Alaska 
Clipper Route have been flown over the 
open ocean. It will be remembered 
also, that the British Foreign Office and 
our State Department as well as our In- 
terior Department indulged in another

covery the islands of Canton and Ender- 
bury, two South Sea Islands of impor- 
tance as air-bases on the air clipper route 


to New Zealand. They ironed out these,

difficulties by accepting a joint jurisdic- 
tion of the two new islands and so when 
the United States to New Zealand flight 
takes place we will probably find one of 
these two new islands being a stop en 
route. So likewise with Kingman Reef 
on which we understand very elaborate 
hotels and government buildings are 
being erected. Now this agreement of 
Uncle Sam and John Bull’s about the 
two islands was quite upset by our re- 
fusal to let John Bull have a base in 
Hawaii. There is news also in the fact 
that the first of the giant clippers to be 
built in Seattle which is destined to fly 
the Atlantic, is to receive service either 
on the United States to Hongkong 
Route—or as one report has it, this ship 
may be put in service to fly the United 
States to New Zealand postponed route. 
The United States to New Zealand 
flight was all set to go except that 
the Samoan Clipper on its return flight 
(not carrying mail) sank in the South 
Seas. This accident and the later mys- 
terious disappearance of one of the Ha- 
waiian Clipper ships have caused our 
government to insist upon much more 
extensive trial flying before the final 
route is approved. Likewise the crea- 
tion of the Civil Aeronautics Commis- 
sion has retarded speed, because this 
new agency has had to set up personnel 
and adopt rules of operation. 

The probable first flights that will 
occur will be the United States to Eng- 
land and Paris clipper flight via the 
Northern route. This will probably be 
seconded by the United States to France 
clipper flight via the Southern route 
with stops at Bermuda, the Azores, and 
Portugal. It is not known just when 
this flight will occur but Pan-American 
officials have stated that they should 
be ready to go as early as March 15. 
Great Britain will no doubt fly the 
Northern route with stops at Ireland, 
Newfoundland, and Canada sometime 
between May 15 and June 1 although 
at any time they wish! Very likely the 
Alaska clipper flight will take off either 
before or shortly after the Atlantic flight 
by the Northern route and it should not 
be forgotten that the United States and 
New Zealand flight only awaits approval 
of the Civil Aeronautics Commission. It 
probably is being held up as yet due to 
the difficulties of the British Foreign 
Office, and our State Department, inas- 
much as the British Foreign Office 
would like to iron out the stumbling 
block of not being able to land in Ha- 
waii. England wishes to extend the New 
Zealand route to Australia and desires 
the flight to run to and from Canada.

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Banks Profit From Stamps 


Reprinted herewith is an interesting 
account from the December Burroughs 
Clearing House which was submitted by 
E. E. Everett of Iowa. The item is 
headed “Profit In Used Stamps”: 

“In the past few years the Canadian 
banks have been gaining additional rev- 
enue from the sale of used postage 
stamps both to stamp dealers and phila- 
telists, according to an article in the 
Canadian Banker by G. W. Smith of the 
Winnipeg branch of the Bank of Mon- 
treal. Because of the demand and scarc- 
ity of certain values of recent Canadian 
stamps, banks have placed in all large 
branches an officer in charge of the used 
stamps, whose duty it is to see that as 
complete a recovery as possible is made. 

This development, possible with the 
heavy inter-branch bank mail, has in 
some cases returned a profit as high as 
one-tenth the annual branch postal bill. 
On some recent Canadian commemora- 
tive stamps there has been a recovery 
of almost 50 per cent. By using other 
little used low denomination stamps in- 
stead of common high value stamps, 
banks have been able to cash in on phil- 
atelic demand. Some of the banks print 
special attractive air mail and special 
delivery envelopes which are sold after 
use in overseas markets as collectors’ 
items, at from 50 to 75 per cent of their 
face value. The present boom in stamps 
has made possible this lucrative source 
of revenue for the banks.” 


Salvador Commemorates 
Exposition 


Salvador by a decree published on 
Jan. 13 authorized the issuance of a set 
of three airmail stamps to commemo- 
rate the Golden Gate International Ex- 
position at San Francisco, Calif. 200,000 
each will be issued, for an indefinite 
period of the denominations of 15, 30 
and 40 centavos (face value about 35c 
VU.

Vatican City 





Death came on Feb. 10 to the ruler 
of the smallest stamp-issuing country in 
the world, Pope Pius XI, ruler of Vati- 
can City the half a square mile of ter- 
ritory which includes the Vatican, seat 
of the Roman Catholic Church. Vati- 
can City is one of the newest states in 
the world and a fairly recent addition to 
our albums. Its stamp issues are not 
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the first to have been issued under papal 
supervision. Still popular with collect- 
ors are the issues of the Papal States (or 
Roman States as generally termed) a 
large portion of Italy which remained 
under the direct temporal control of the 
Popes until 1870 when King Victor 
Emanuel II added the area to the new 
Kingdom of Italy. From January 1852 
until the end of the popes’ temporal 
power stamps were issued, the central 
design on all being the familiar symbols 
of the popes: the crossed keys of St. 
Peter and the triple tiara of the pope. 
In 1929 the long breach between the 
popes and the Italian government was 
closed by the signing of the treaty refer- 
red to as the Lateran Treaty, by which 
the pope was recognized as sovereign 
ruler of the independent state created 
by the treaty on the west bank of the 
Tiber River at Rome. Even before the 
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treaty was ratified Commander Camillo 
Serafini, Director of the Numismatic 
Division of the Vatican Museum re- 
ceived orders from Pius XI to prepare 
designs for stamps and coins for the new 
state. The first issue was described as 
“provisional” but served for the first 
four years of the new postal service. Ap- 
propriately enough the lower seven 
values repeated the old design of crossed 
keys and tiara and like the old Roman 
States issues were printed on colored 
paper. The six high values pictured 
Pius XI. All bore the date of inau- 
guration of the new state. 

The Pope had however appeared pre- 
viously on other stamps. In 1924, de- 
spite the dispute with the papal head, 
a set was issued by Italy to raise funds 
for Holy Year expenses and depicted 
the Pope opening and closing the Holy 





Door at Saint Peter. In 1928, Spain 
issued two long sets of one design, pic-

turing the Pope in the three-tiered papal | 


crown and King Alfonso XIII. These 
stamps however, despite their religious 
associations, were severely criticised as 
they were issued only to raise funds to 
restore some catacombs at Rome and 
were on sale at two cities only from 
Dec. 23, 1928 to Jan. 6, 1929. 

Subsequent issues of Vatican City also 
have depicted Pius XI, the Vatican Gar- 
dens, a wing of the Palace, basilica of 
St. Peter’s, and in addition two com- 
memorative sets appeared. These lat- 
ter were for a Catholic Press Exhibition 
and a Juridical Conference. High values 
are included among the Vatican sets as 
Pilgrims and tourists from all over the 
world use the stamps to mail souvenirs 
home; many others buy sets of the 
stamps for souvenirs. Last reports were 
that the Vatican post office had on 
sale complete sets of all Vatican issues 
which accounts for the modest catalog 
value of all. Most curious of the issues 
are the Special Deliveries picturing an 
airplane view of the entire Vatican City 
state.

Editor’s Notebook 


CLEARER, PLEASE Recently we lis-

of the errors of the current 6c airmail 
stamp, drawing the radio audience’s at- 
tention to the fact these were now worth 
some $2500 per sheet of 50 6c stamps. 
The announcer upon inquiring why these 
stamps were so valuable was given the 
information (?) that this large increase 
in value was due to the stamps not being 
perforated at the top. Even a stamp 
collector, unfamiliar with the details of 
the find would have been puzzled by 
that answer. But what effect must this 
statement have had on the non-collec- 
tors listening in? If any of them later 
expressed the opinion stamp collectors 
were crazy, in this instance they were 
certainly justified as even a collector 
would agree that paying 150 times face 
value for a stamp lacking perforations 
at the top would warrant mental ex- 
amination of the purchaser.

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he referred to sheets lacking horizontal 
perforations. Wouldn’t it have been 
clearer to have stated so or to have just 
said the sheets were perforated only in 
one direction? The only conclusion is 
that the speaker just didn’t know his 
subject. To say those stamps were valu- 
able because they weren’t perforated at 
the top is a new height in garbled 
information. 

Too frequently those who get out in 
front as “fountains of philatelic knowl- 
eldge” are actually just pumping sta- 
tions, having little knowledge of their 
output. Newspapers are guilty of print- 
ing a lot of supposedly “philatelic” news 
ground out by some one of the staff 
unfamiliar with philately. Some of the 
mistakes are so ludicrous one wonders 
how anyone could in all seriousness at- 
tempt to pose as an oracle without ac- 
quiring a little first-hand knowledge of 
their subject. Fortunately this type of 
column has some notable exceptions. 

These scrambled mis-statements do 
our hobby immeasurable harm. They 
make the hobby ridiculous in the eyes 
of the public for one thing. For another, 
as in the instance mentioned, everyone 
finding a coil stamp or a portion of a 
booket pane will think they too have 
$2500 items—because after all don’t they 
too have perforations missing on one or 
more sides? And when they try to cash 
in they’ll be so disillusioned they’ll think 
ill of us forever.

Ireland’s Constitution Issue 


On March Ist Ireland—(Eire) plan- 
ned to issue the two stamps it promised 
to celebrate the 150th anniversary of 
the Constitution of the United States 
and the inauguration of George Wash- 
ington as the first president. The 
stamps will bear a simple, but effective 
design by George Atkinson, Royal Hi- 
bernian Academician.

of the Director of the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing, for the fiscal year 


ending June 30, 1938. A total of 15,- 
217,573,068 stamps were printed by the 
Bureau. Of these, 14,042,514,877 stamps 
were ordinary postage values in sheets 
and coils, precanceled and not precan- 
celed. 108,460,850 airmails were printed 
including 427,600 of the 15c 1926 type 
“map” airmail stamp. Commemoratives 
accounted for 818,840,732 stamps, rang- 
ing from the 1936 Texas and Oregon 
stamps to the Delaware stamp. Speci- 
mens, presumably for Postal Union 
purposes (or at least collectors can hope 
so) were prepared to the number of 408 
each of the 20c and 50c Trans-Pacific 
airs, the four territorials-possessions and 
the Constitution, and 409 each of the 
first Northwest Territory and Virginia 
Dare. The Canal Zone Bureau of Posts 
was supplied with 5,340,360 ordinary 
stamps and 1,462,000 airs. The Philip- 
pines were sent 48,133,180 stamps, all 
being overprint types except the two 
1937 high values. 625,450 10c U. S. 
Postal Savings stamps were supplied the 
U. S. Post Office Dept., but these are 
for savings cards and should not be 
confused with the long since discontinued 
Postal Savings postage stamps. 


The Bureau of Engraving & Printing 
will have on exhibit at the Golden Gate 
Exposition a power press, but whether 
it will be used to print stamps is not 
stated. 


17 copies of the 3c 1918 Offset type 
IV with design printed on both sides 
exist. This we learn from the Mint 
Sheet Brokerage Bulletin Board which 
offered the largest piece now extant, 
a block of 12 having six stamps the 
error with plate number on both sides 
of piece as well. The history of the 
sheet is interesting. Bought at the 
Orange, N. J., post office, it was later 
sold to a Mr. Platt, whose home was 
blown away in the 1928 Florida hurri- 
cane. The day after the disaster, the 
wet trunk in which the sheet had been 
kept was found but the storm had no 
effect on the sheet other than to re- 
move the gum. The error was caused by 
the sheet being folded over in printing

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New Books Received 





The KenMore Price List of Stamps of 
the British Commonwealth of Nations, 
by the KenMore Stamp Co., Inc., Ken- 
more, N. Y. 288 pages 5x74 inches, 
bound in colored paper cover, given tree 
with each subscription to the firm’s 
house organ, The KenMore Kollector, 
25c per year. This, the second edition 
of the KenMore Price List has reached 
the proportions of a catalog of British 
Colonials. There are over 200 more pages 
in this edition than in the first one and 
the page size has been increased. This 
time all stamps are listed separately and 
priced both unused and used, the prices 
being the firm’s net price “run of mine 
mint o.g. and for average used copies in 
good condition.” In addition to usual 
listings by watermarks and colors, Aus- 
tralia and Rhodesia have been listed 
highly specialized, reflecting the intense 
interest in the issues of those two places. 
The list, to prevent future overlapping of 
numbers has placed prefix letters before 
the numbers of other than ordinary post- 
age stamps, all numbers of airmails start 
with an “A,” all numbers of Officials 
with an “O,” etc. This is a step the 
general catalog publishers have been 
contemplating for some time to avoid 
the frequent necessity for renumbering 
some countries special issues. In illus- 
trations all the new George VI issues 
are included, as well as every one of the 
hundreds of surcharges and overprints 
used since the first of these. 

Of most interest to those who will use 
it, are the prices in the book. The firm 
can supply nine-tenths of all British 
Colonials unused and better than two- 
thirds in used condition, consequently 
feeling competent with such a vast stock 
to print prices in accordance with the 
market. The company is the world’s 
largest buyer of British Colonials and 
was the principal wholesale customer for 
new issues of them, purchasing these 
direct from the Colonial Agents or the 
Colonies themselves. Instead of as in the 
previous price list offering all used 
Colonials at a blanket discount off Scott’s 
prices, these are all priced, except in 
very recent issues where supplies are as 
yet not available. 


A handy reference list in the front of 
the book lists the 96 units at present 
issuing stamps as well as the 51 units 
no longer issuing stamps. Included are 
those countries over which Great Britain 
acted as sponsor to the government, but 
which were never British possessions, 
more nearly being undeclared protector- 
ates: Hejaz, Nepal, Transjordania and 
Egypt. 

Another handy checklist is a list of 
topical stamps for convenience of col- 
lectors of these: Animals, Locomotives 
and Trains, Ships, Birds, Maps, Bridges, 
Water Falls and Aeroplanes. Another two 
pages lists all the commemorative stamps 
of the British Empire, with the reason 
for their issuance. 

All in all, the book should prove a 
welcome addition to the library of any 
British Empire collector, its size alone 
making it convenient to use in com- 
parison with other catalogs and publica- 





tions on these issues. The book was 
printed by Linprint and represents the 
largest such production to roll off our 
presses. 





The Postal Stationery of Siam, 1883- 
1935, by Henry S. Linnemann. 36 pages, 
7x10”, paper bound, published by the 
American Philatelist, 8118 Dante Ave., 
Chicago, $1.00. This handbook, another 
of a series of philatelic publications, is 
reprinted from a serial which appeared 
in the American Philatelist, in line with 
the policy being tried out by the Ameri- 
can Philatelic Society. Almost all types 
are illustrated by fine copper halftones 
and the progressive story of the issues 
is told. A check-list with dates of issue, 
engraver and printer, quantity issued and 
any other pertinent information is in- 
cluded. Collectors of postal stationery 
will find this publication the most re- 
liable published for many years, supple- 
menting and correcting earlier publica- 
tions on Siamese postal stationery. 





Christ on the Stamps, by Harry M. 
Savacool. A small 16 page booklet tell- 
ing the story of origin of design of five 
such issues. For collectors of Religious 
Issues, Mr. Savacool is considering issu- 
ing a series of similar booklets. Price 10c 
of the author-publisher who may be ad- 
dressed at Trucksville, Pa. 





Postal Markings of the United States 
1847-1851, Postal Markings Handbook 
No. 1, edited by Mannel Hahn and pub- 
lished by William R. Stewart, 9 S. Clin- 
ton St., Chicago, Ill. 42 pages, 6x9 
inches, price $1.00. This is to be the first 
of a series of handbooks dealing with 
postal markings. Appropriately enough 
it takes in the markings used in the pe- 
riod of use of the first series of U. S. 
stamps, the 1847. Tables give the years 
and the quantities supplied of these 
stamps to each individual post office. 
Postal rates and laws are quoted, and all 
types of cancellations and postmarks are 
illustrated. A listing of railroad, way 
and steamboat markings is also detailed 
to the full extent of the known speci- 
mens. The book is a summary of sta- 
tistics published before in scattered phi- 
latelic publications. 





The Stamp Collectors’ Guide To Pa- 
per Used For Postage Stamps, by An- 
drew Huska, 32 pages 4x6 inches, paper 
bound, price $1.50 postpaid of the au- 
thor, 2803 Jackson St., Philadelphia, Pa. 
This little booklet describes the making 
of paper, the origin of the many kinds 
used in printing stamps and illustrates 
a specimen of each type of paper, usual- 
ly with an actual stamp issued on that 
kind of paper. It is intended as a 
guide to the collector in distinguishing 
stamps of the same design, issued at 
different times on different papers; also 
to distinguish issued stamps from proofs. 
The stamps and other specimens of 
papers are hinged to permit easy exam- 
ination. A useful addition to the phi- 
latelic library.

AUSTRALASIAN NOTES 
R. PORTER 
AUSTRALIA. 


Preliminary announcements from offi- 
cial quarters put the date of the inau- 
guration of the Trans-Tasman Sea air 
mail and passenger service at October 
of this year. The Imperial Airways Fly- 
ing boats which are in use on the Eng- 
land-Australia route will also be em- 
ployed on this service, and a journey 
which takes approximately 3% days to 
complete by mail steamer will be re- 
duced to a mere ten hours flying. 


The inauguration of this service is 
going to raise the prices of the covers 
carried by Ulm and Kingsford-Smith in 
their respective planes the “Faith of 
Australia” and the “Southern Cross” 
respectively. Some of the flights in 1933 
and 1934 were of an official character 
and covers of these flights are still ob- 
tainable at prices averaging at approxi- 
mately $1.00. The covers carried on 
the unofficial flights are quite scarce 
and priced already too high to be ob- 
tained for the collector with average 


means. Quotations for these unofficial 
covers range from $50.00 to $150.00 
each. 


The 3d. airmail which became ob- 
solete last year is not likely to be re- 
placed with another airmail stamp and 
the extra charge on airmail matter is 
being prepaid with ordinary stamps. 


The 6d. airmail (sepia) has now been 
obsolete for some time and the 1-6 
stamp which is NOT an airmail stamp 
but considered generally as one, is also 
likely to shortly die a natural death for 





it does not fill any special need now that 


the airmail fee to England has been re- 
duced from 1-6 to 5d. 

And so it becomes apparent that air- 
mail stamps of the Commonwealth will 
now become a thing of the past and 
contrary to most predictions of airmail 
stamps replacing ordinary stamps in the 
near future, quite the opposite is hap- 
pening and ordinary stamps are being 
used on mail matter. The air services 
are likely to become the “ordinary” 
means of transport. That this is more 
likely to take place is also proved by 
the action of the New Zealand Depart- 
ment. 

NEW ZEALAND. 

As far back as November of last year 
I predicted in these notes that the N. Z. 
airmail stamps were to be withdrawn 
shortly and all mails sent by air pre- 
paid by ordinary stamps. 

This has now proved to be a fact, 
for the Postal Department announced 
that the ld. airmail stamp was with- 
drawn from sale on Dec. 31, 1938 and 
the 3d. and 6d. stamps were not to be 
reprinted but sold as long as present 
supplies last. Thus closes one of New 
Zealand’s shortest catalogue sections, 
for only a total of 8 airmail stamps 
have been issued and none of them are 
scarce. 


NEw GUINEA. 

The well known overprinted airmail 
set is to be withdrawn this month and a 
new specially designed airmail set in- 
troduced in its place. The beautiful 
£2 and £5 airmail stamps are to re- 
main on sale. These two stamps are 
available below face value in used con- 
dition, for numbers of these are used 
commercially on packets of gold which 
are sent from the gold fields by air, no 
other means of transport being avail- 
able. I hope to be in a position to give 
full details of the new airmail set next 
month. 





Postmarked in 9061 





J. G. Hughes, Secretary of the Glou- 
cester City (N. J.) Stamp Club, submits 
a card “to end all articles on pre-dated 
covers, etc.” and there is little room for 
doubt that the item, a postal card with 
year date of “9061” in the postmark does 
this. The card has a Ic 1902 cancelled 
with hand cancellation of Gloucester 
City, N. J., with date of Dec. 31 but 
having the year date slug of 1906 in- 
verted. Since the figures are sans-seri- 
fied condensed Gothic type, these four 
look exactly the same upside down as 
they do when right side up, the 9 look- 
ing like a 6 and the 6 looking like a nine. 

Mr. Hughes also submits two cards 
from Chanute, Kans., with machine can- 
cellation of 1907 which was somewhat 
defective in that the 7 does not show 
at all, making the year date read “190.” 
So, Mr. Hughes has effectively ended 
all reports of odd error dates in both di- 
rections.

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This week I attended a few auction 
sales and was very much surprised with 
the results of these sales. At Hugh 
Barr’s sale, Early United States stamps 
sold at surprisingly high prices.

Very fine to superb 
stamps brought nearly full catalogue, in 
some cases over catalogue. Later U. S. 
brought, according to Mr. Barr, satis- 
factory prices. Foreign airmails sold in 
every instance at over half catalogue. 
Every lot was hotly contested. The 
wholesale lots were well sought after. 
During the three days the sale was on, 
Barr’s room was crowded, especially 
the last day on which the wholesale lots 
were sold. I doubt if two per cent of 
the wholesale lots went to mail bidders. 

Around the corner Paul Bluss had a 
two day sale. His room held a capacity

crowd. On the first day the foreign 
stamps brought very high prices. In 
some case selling at 75% of catalogue. 
Jubilees brought very nice prices. 
Miniature sheets went very well. On 
the second day when U. S. and whole- 
sale lots came up Paul again had a full 
house. Prices realized were satisfactory. 
Every lot was well contested. 

A few days ago I was present in a 
dealer’s office when he sold another 
dealer a block of the 10 schilling Dollfuss 
for $65.00. What surprised me, wasn’t 
the price but the fact that such a block 
was in New York. A single copy sells 
for $20.00 retail and there aren’t many 
of these around. As someone else said 
to me, “It pays to get murdered.” 


Since the death of the Pope, New 
York dealers are frantically trying to 
complete their stocks of Vatican Stamps. 
It seems that the demand for these 
stamps caught the dealers unprepared. 
Frederick Loessers, Gimbel’s and R. H. 
Macy were almost completely sold out 
on Vatican stamps. Wholesale prices 
haven’t as today advanced very much 
to make a difference in the retail prices, 
but if the demand persists there will be 
an increase in prices. 





The Rumark Company, 116 Nassau 
Street will have a very fine auction on 
March 10 and 11th. There will be a 
large number of wholesale lots offered 
on the second day of the sale. I was 
talking to Herb Reuben the proprietor 
of the above company and we were try- 
ing to estimate how much room he will 
need to take care of the expected 
throng. Herb’s office is too small to 
have the sale there, as the crowds that 
have been attending auctions have been 
very large. Who says that there are no 
buyers of stamps? 


Uptown Stamp Company is having a 
very nice sale on March 4th. This sale 
features many imperforate lots. The 
high-light is a matched set of 4 plate 
blox of 6 of No. 315 the Sc imperfor- 
ate Lincoln 19c which catalogues over 
$1,000.00. Plate Blox of this stamp are 
scarce enough but to have a matched 
plate set! Another interesting and scarce 
item being offered is No. 343-347, the Ic 
to 5c 1908 imperforates in centerlines 
and the 4 matched arrow blocks.
